But  did  you  know  that  it  is  exactly  ten 
years  since  we  moved  back  from  the 
oblivion  of  three  years  in  the  club  land 
wilderness  into  our  new  clubhouse 
following  the  redevelopment? 

Who  can  forget  the  thrill  of  “coming 
home”  to  our  new  digs  which  promised 
so  much  in  a  new  era  for  Tattersall’s 
Club?  Much  had  changed  of  course  but, 
on  the  whole,  we  thought  that  the  then 
Committee  had  done  a  pretty  good  job  in 
preserving  the  style  and  atmosphere  for 
which  our  old  premises  were  famous. 

The  double  height  ceilings  recalled  the 
spaciousness  of  the  old  Club  Bar  and  the 
Clubroom.  Even  the  lovely  front  door  was 
stripped  back  to  its  original  brass  finish. 
An  elegant  new  silver  service  dining  room 
awaited  the  noise,  the  excitement  and 
the  Andyesque  style  of  former  days. 

The  billiard  room  had  been  relocated 
adjacent  to  the  bar  with  the  promise  that 
members  would  mix  more  easily  with  the 
bar,  the  billiard  room  and  the  Athletic 
Department  all  on  the  same  floor.  The  old 
“second  floor”  bistro  was  recreated 
adjacent  to  an  elegant  committee  room 
at  the  top  of  the  imposing  staircase.  The 
Chairman  even  had  a  private  office  -  with 
an  en  suite! 

Best  of  all  for  some  of  us  we  had  a 
sparkling  new,  state-of-the-art  short 
course  pool  surrounded  by  just  about  the 
worst  possible  change  room  facilities  and 
gymnasium  -  a  sacrifice  of  sorts  to  the 
fit-out  budget  and  the  reopening  deadline. 

There  was  lots  more  of  course.  We  had 
lost  our  accommodation  -  for  some  a  bolt 
hole  or  a  safe  harbour  after  a  big  night  in 
town,  or  a  crook  night  in  suburbia.  And 
the  grocery  and  gift  shop  had  gone  too, 
although  not  before  time. 

Looking  back,  an  awful  lot  has  changed 
during  these  last  ten  years.  None  of  the 
features  I  have  highlighted  was  left 
untouched.  Many  difficult  decisions  I  can 
recall  have  mostly  turned  out  pretty  well. 
All  the  more  so  because  we  have  had  to 
change  to  meet  the  times  while  preserving 


(and  renewing,  if  you  consider  our  stature 
in  the  sporting  world)  the  culture  of 
Tattersall's  Club.  And  we  have  managed 
to  survive  the  financial  pressures  brought 
about  by  the  dual  effect  of  the  changes 
and  the  decline  in  the  popularity  of  clubs 
in  a  much  more  competitive  leisure  and 
hospitality  environment. 

There  is  so  much  more  to  be  done.  Our 
new,  younger  membership  base  is 
growing  and  has  special  needs.  Our  third 
party  function  business  needs  more, 
smaller  meeting  and  dining  areas.  I  still 
want  to  see  our  entrance  foyer  linked  to 
the  first  floor  with  a  staircase  and  the 
office  made  more  accessible.  And  so  it 
goes  on.  It  certainly  has  been  an  exciting 
journey  so  far! 

Shortly,  you  will  be  receiving  your 
subscription  notices  for  2003.  Subject  to 
all  the  usual  uncertainties,  we  look  as 
though  we  shall  achieve  a  much  better 
operating  result  than  last  year,  but  we 
really  do  need  to  improve  our  liquidity  so 
that  we  can  take  advantage  of  the 
resurgence  in  membership  and  continue 
the  improvements  in  all  areas  of  the  Club. 
The  Athletic  Department  subscription  will 
increase  from  $770  to  $885  (or  $2  a 
week)  to  recover  increased  operating 
costs  for  this  facility.  The  Ordinary 
Member  subscription  will  increase  from 
$1 ,045  to  $1 ,1 00.  The  2003  rates  for 
other  categories  are  shown  in  the  table 
elsewhere  in  this  month’s  newsletter. 

We  paused  during  another  great  night  of 
black-tie  boxing  in  October  to  remember 
the  victims  of  the  Bali  tragedy.  The 
haunting  tones  of  the  ringside  bell  slowly 
rang  out  ten  times  as  we  stood  silently  in 
a  traditional  boxing  tribute  to  the  loss  of 
their  own.  Then  we  took  the  Club  flag 
and  the  Australian  flag  around  and  raised 
$5,400  from  the  generous  crowd  to  send 
to  the  Red  Cross  Appeal.  Thank  you 
again  gentlemen  -  and  for  a  memorable 
night  as  always.

HOTELS

and  spa,  to  a  range  of  hotels,  apartments 
and  boutique  properties,  many  with 
magnificent  lake  or  mountain  views.  We 
stayed  at  the  Copthorne  Resort  -  good 
value,  near  the  centre  of  town. 
RESTAURANTS 

The  standard  is  very  high.  We  loved  dinner 
at  Tatler,  the  atmosphere  of  Roaring 
Megs  and  the  Boardwalk,  specialising  in 
seafood.  The  Copper  Club  was 
recommended  by  the  locals.  A  landmark 
among  those  who  know,  are  the  burgers 
from  Fergburgers  -  open  till  5  am. 
ACTIVITIES 

Queenstown  comes  into  its  own.  Decided 
to  give  the  bungy  jumping  a  miss  but  for 
NZ$120  you  can  jump  from  a  bridge  and 
drop  into  a  boat  a  few  minutes  later  -  all 
on  video  so  that  family  will  believe  the  tale. 

The  Dart  River  Safari  features  a  jetboat 


through  the  World  Heritage  Area  where 
scenes  from  Lord  of  the  Rings  were  shot, 
an  amazing  ride  with  breathtaking  scenery 
taking  in  the  ML  Aspiring  National  Park. 

Ski  fields  are  close  to  Queenstown  -  Coronet 
Peak,  The  Remarkables  and  Cadrona. 
There  was  still  plenty  of  snow  at  the 
Remarkables  on  the  October  long  weekend. 

Fishing  was  successful  on  Lake  Wakatipu 
with  the  boatman  providing  a  smoker  for 
the  trout  and  salmon.  The  vintage  steamship 
TSS  Earnslaw  cruises  the  lake  to  Walter 
Peak,  a  high  country  farm  where  a 
barbecue  or  carvery  dinner  is  offered  with 
an  entertaining  shearing  display. 

Other  suggestions  include  walks  especially 
The  Routeburn  (apparently  better  than 
the  Milford  Track)  and  excursions  to 
Milford  Sound  and  Lake  Te  Anau. 

The  region  has  become  famous  for 
producing  premium  wines,  particularly 
Pinot  Noir  and  Pinot  Gris.  At  Gibbston 
Valley  there  was  also  a  cheese  factory. 

We  went  to  Peregrine  Winery  and  Chard 
Farm  with  our  van  from  “Rent  a  Dent”

Tell  us  where  you  started  out? 

I  grew  up  in  a  place  called  Boort  in  the 
Mallee  of  North  Western  Victoria.  Dad’s 
got  a  farm  there. 

Education? 

Xavier  College  -  a  sort  of  Melbourne 
Riverview,  they  even  play  rugby.  I  didn’t 
play  until  much  later. 


It’s  a  tough  time  to  be  a  financial  planner? 

There’s  a  lot  of  carnage  out  there.  But  the 
market  has  always  turned  around  eventually. 
For  the  most  part  it  is  talking  to  clients 
and  making  sure  that  they  understand 
what  they  have  invested  in  and  why.  It’s 
not  all  gloom,  there  are  still  possibilities. 

Are  there  emotional  as  well  as 
financial  rewards  in  the  business? 


After  school,  I  represented  a  book 
company  around  Australia.  I  loved  it  for 
thirteen  years.  My  territory  was  most  of 
Australia.  I  spent  30  weeks  away  each 
year,  letting  me  explore  places  like 
Emerald,  Bourke,  Mt  Isa,  Broken  Hill  and 
the  coast.  It  was  fantastic. 

What  brought  you  to  Sydney/? 

In  1991  I  became  a  refugee  from  Joan 
Kirner  and  John  Cain. 

Sydney  vs  Melbourne? 

They’re  both  great  towns,  they  have  such 
different  qualities.  We’re  lucky  they’re  so 
close  together. 

Favourite  authors? 

David  Halberstram  wrote  a  book  called: 
'The  Amateurs"  about  the  US  quad  scull 
crew  in  the  1984  Olympics  -  he’s  also  a 
reviewer  and  anything  he  likes,  I  like. 

Also  Tony  Horowitz  who  has  just  released 
"Info  the  Blue"  about  James  Cook’s  three 
voyages.  A  mate  of  mine  is  a  sailor  and 
accompanied  Horowitz  tracing  Cook’s 
footsteps.  They  navigated  a  boat  through 
the  same  lagoons  in  Tahiti  late  at  night  - 
the  same  time  as  Cook  did  it  -  and  said 
with  a  motorised  vessel,  sat  nav,  depth 
sounders  and  all  the  modern  aids,  they 
were  really  struggling. 

Now  you  are  an  investment  advisor? 

When  I  moved  to  Sydney,  I  had  some 
money  to  invest,  so  I  did  a  course  at  the 
Stock  Exchange  and  that  lead  me  to 
another  at  the  Securities  Institute.  I  joined 
the  GIO  as  a  financial  planner  and  did  my 
Diploma  of  Financial  Planning. 

When  AMP  took  over  GIO,  I  was  approached 
by  Chifley  Financial  Services  who  provided 
support  for  union  members.  My  friends 
said  that  I’d  gone  over  to  the  dark  side. 

At  Chifley  I  was  able  to  complete  a  Masters 
of  Commerce  -  Financial  Planning.  Three 
months  ago  I  set  up  set  up  a  financial 
services  company  in  partnership  with  the 
accounting  firm  of  Hill  Rogers. 


Definitely.  For  instance,  two  sisters  - 
fourteen  and  sixteen  year  olds  -  walked 
in  one  day,  their  father  had  left  the  family 
ten  years  before  and  their  mother  did  not 
speak  English.  The  brother  had  recently 
been  killed,  they  were  working  part-time 
at  Woolworths  and  living  in  one  of  the 
worst  streets  in  Campbelltown.  Their 
future  looked  pretty  bleak. 

The  girls  took  it  on  themselves  to  come 
to  us.  They  were  so  young  that  it  took  me 
fifteen  minutes  to  work  out  if  I  was  being 
had,  but  they  were  serious  about  getting 
help  to  get  out  of  what  looked  like  a 
hopeless  situation.  We  helped  them  do  it 
and  now  they  live  a  far  better  life.  They 
were  a  remarkable  pair  of  girls. 

Sports? 

My  father  played  for  Carlton  and  my  uncle 
captained  Melbourne,  so  at  school  it  was 
Aussie  Rules.  I  used  to  watch  some 
friends  who  were  rugby  guys.  I  enjoyed 
rugby,  but  didn’t  understand  it.  I  had  a 
run  and  ended  up  playing  for  Melbourne 
Uni  ending  up  in  the  second  row  -  being 
an  ex-Rules  player,  I  took  the  kicks. 

When  I  came  to  Sydney  I  joined 
Colleagues  and  had  a  ball.  There  are  a  lot 
of  Sydney  guys;  guys  from  the  bush, 
overseas,  Queensland  -  it’s  a  pretty 
diverse  group. 

I  was  on  the  Committee,  then  became 
Secretary,  now  I’m  in  my  third  year  as 
President.  Our  secretary’s  father  used  to 
say  that  when  you  play  rugby,  you  join 
the  biggest  club  in  the  world. 

Finally,  what  would  you  say  to  a  new
